King's i Have A Dream' 
Is Greatest Political 
Speech Off The Century 

The late Rev. 
Dr. Martin Luther 
King, Jr.'s soul- 
stirring "I Have A 
Dream" speech 
tops the list of the 
greatest American 
political speeches 
of the century. 

According to 
Martin L. King, Jr. 137 academics 

surveyed by two researchers and 
reported in USA Today, Rev. King's 
speech and those of Barbara Jor- 
dan and Malcolm X were among 
the top 10. 

King's moving address was made 
to the thousands who participated 
in the 1963 March on Washington 
on the Mall in the nation's capital. 

The late Texas Congresswoman 
Barbara Jordan, the first Black 
woman from a Southern state since 
Reconstruction to serve in the U.S. 
Congress, delivered the No. 5 
speech of the century with her 
empowering keynote address to the 
Democratic National Convention in 
1976. It marked the first time that 
a Black was selected to deliver the 
keynote speech at a national con- 
vention of the Democratic Party. 

Slain Muslim leader Malcolm X's 
famous 1964 speech, "The Ballot or 
the Bullet," delivered in Cleveland 
at Cory Methodist Church was 
ranked No. 7.

NY Civil Liberties Report 
Finds Police Brutality 
Goes Unpunished 

A newly released report on the 
New York Police Department found 
that a majority of police officers cited 
for brutality or misconduct go unpun- 
ished or the punishment was minor, 
the New York Times reported. 

The New York Civil Liberties 
Union, which authored the report, 
found that since 1996, the Police 
Department disciplined police offi- 
cers in only 24 percent, or 371, of the 
1,543 cases of brutality and other 
misconduct substantiated by the 
Civilian Complaint Review Board. 

In the other cases, either the 
department did not find the officer 
guilty, did not punish the officer or 
has yet to act on the complaint. 

The report also said that in three 
of four cases in which disciplinary 
action was taken against an officer 
between January 1998 and June 
1999, the punishment was relatively 
minor, ranging from the loss of vaca- 
tion days to a warning. 
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Pennsylvania Man Held 
In Tokyo Over Medical 
Bill Dispute Released 

The family of John W. Hopkins Jr. 
has a lot to celebrate in the year 2000. 
The Yeadon, PA, man was released 
and returned to America after he was 
stuck in a Tokyo hospital since fall 
because the struggling musician could 
not pay a $20,000 medical bill. 

Hopkins went to Japan in Septem- 
ber for a two-month music job, said his 
cousin Robert Mitchell. He had a stroke 
and was rushed to the hospital. He lat- 
er had a heart attack and slipped into 
a coma. He had no health insurance. 

By November Hopkins had recov- 
ered, but his relatives were told, in 
what officials now say was a misun- 



derstanding, that they would have to 
pay the entire $20,000 in cash. 

Due to the language barrier, the 
family of modest means assumed any 
payment plan was pointless. 

Hopkins' 80-year-old mother offer- 
ed to sell her home to pay the costs. 
His sister, 51-year-old teacher Iona 
Purnell, wrote President Clinton and 
called the Red Cross. Others sought 
help from Pennsylvania Rep. Chaka 
Fattah, the Rev. Jesse Jackson and 
officials across the Pacific. 

A solution finally came Christmas 
week, when the U.S. Embassy in Japan 
called the hospital and arranged for the 
bill to be paid a little at a time, said 
Hopkins' son, John W. Hopkins III. 

The elder Hopkins at Jet press time 
was visiting family in Ft. Lewis, WA.

INDICATIONS AND USAGE 

REGRANEX Gel is indicated for the treatment of lower extremity 
diabetic neuropathic ulcers that extend into the subcutaneous 
tissue or beyond and have an adequate blood supply. When 
used as an adjunct to, and not a substitute for, good ulcer care 
practices including initial sharp debridement, pressure relief 
and infection control, REGRANEX Gel increases the incidence 
of complete healing of diabetic ulcers. 

The efficacy of REGRANEX Gel for the treatment of diabetic 
neuropathic ulcers that do not extend through the dermis into 
subcutaneous tissue (Stage I or II, IAET staging classification) 
or ischemic diabetic ulcers has not been evaluated.

Becaplermin was also not mutagenic in an in vivo assay for 
the induction of micronuclei in mouse bone marrow cells. 

Carcinogenesis and reproductive toxicity studies have not 
been conducted with REGRANEX Gel.

However, 
erythematous rashes occurred in 2% of patients treated with 
REGRANEX Gel and placebo, and none in patients receiving 
good ulcer care alone. The incidence of cardiovascular, 
respiratory, musculoskeletal and central and peripheral nervous 
system disorders was not different across all treatment groups. 
Mortality rates were also similar across all treatment groups.

Ivory Coast President Henri Bedie Ousted In 
Military Coup; Flees Country

In a striking 
blow to democracy, 
Ivory Coast Presi- 
dent Henri Konan 
J| Bedie recently was 
ousted from office in 
a largely bloodless 
coup led by former 
army chief Gen. 
Robert Guei. Bedie fled his country 
two days after the revolt in a plane 
provided by France, his main foreign 
supporter. 

Bedie had sought refuge at a 
French military base in Abidjan, Ivory 
Coast's political center, the French 
Foreign Ministry said in a statement, 
before leaving for nearby Lome, Togo, 
accompanied by about 10 family mem- 
bers. A Togolese official said Bedie 
was accepted in the country on 
"humanitarian grounds" but would 
probably leave in a few days for an as- 
yet-unannounced destination. 

Ivory Coast, a nation of 19 million 
and among the world's largest pro- 
ducers of coffee, cocoa and palm oil, 
had long been considered a model of 
stability, prosperity and democracy in 
West Africa. The military takeover is 
the first in the country since indepen- 
dence from France in 1960. 

The French government said that 
it planned to beef up its military pres- 
ence in its former colony to guarantee 
the security of 20,000 French nation- 
alists. The French Foreign Ministry 
said 40 troops were flown recently 
from Libreville, Gabon, to the French 



base. An additional 300 arrived in 
Dakar, Senegal, to serve as reinforce- 
ments if necessary, a spokesperson 
said. The French spokesperson said 
the move was merely precautionary. 

The ousted president, elected to a 
five-year term in 1995 with 96 percent 
of the vote, has been accused of cor- 
ruption and stirring up ethnic divi- 
sions. Despite three days of frenzied 
looting, many Ivorians welcomed the 
coup. People gathered in the streets, 
listening to the military announce- 
ment, some jumping in excitement 
and chanting, "No more Bedie." 

The coup began with military 
troops protesting unpaid salaries, poor 
living conditions and what they called 
the bad governance of the country. 
Army troops and civilians together 
then looted parts of Abidjan a day 
after the protests. Many soldiers said 
they were owed back salary and perks, 
while others said the revolt was aimed 
at ousting the president. 

Guei appeared on state television, 
saying the military was taking over 
the reins of power from Bedie. The 
retired general told the citizens that 
the country's constitution, courts and 
parliament have been suspended and 
urged everyone to remain calm. 

"Power is in my hands," he said. 
"I will take care of everybody. You 
should not be worried." 

Guei later acknowledged that a 
number of people were injured in the 
violence. At least four people were 
killed in a car accident when the dri-

"I don't find it useful to dissolve 
political parties," Guei said in a meet- 
ing with representatives of 48 parties, 
including the former ruling Democra- 
tic Party of the Ivory Coast. "But on 
the other hand, let me say that we are 
counting on you to avoid troubles."

January 10, 1961 

< Charlayne Hunter-Gault became the first Black 
woman student at the University of Georgia on this day. 
A native of Due West, SC, she graduated from Turner High 
School in Atlanta, determined to earn a degree in journal- 
ism. The segregated University of Georgia (UGA) was the 
only local university with a journalism school. A group, 
the Atlanta Committee for Cooperative Action, approached 
her and another student, Hamilton Holmes, to integrate 
the university. UGA resisted with legal maneuvering dur- 
ing which time Hunter-Gault attended Wayne State Univ. 
in Detroit. Finally, the federal court issued the integration 
order in January of 1961. Hunter-Gault graduated with a B.A. in journal- 
ism in 1963. In 1979 she debuted as a reporter for PBS' "MacNeil/Lehrer 
NewsHour," and worked until 1997 when the award-winning journalist 
became chief correspondent in Africa for National Public Radio in South 
Africa. In April of 1999 she became CNN's Johannesburg bureau chief.

The 
astronauts were: Dr. Ronald E. McNair (1), Major Frederick D. Gre- 
gory (r) and Major Guion S.

Surgeon General David Satcher's Report 
Notes Shame And Costs Deter Many From 
Seeking Treatment For Mental Disorders 




Nearly one in five Americans suf- 
fers from a mental disorder which can 
be successfully treated, according to 
U.S. Surgeon General David Satcher's 
first annual report on mental health. 

In the extensive review of research 
on mental disorders, Dr. Satcher con- 
cludes that shame and difficulty pay- 
ing for care are keeping millions of 
Americans from treatments that have 
proved effective. 

The report encourages all Ameri- 
cans who suspect they have a mental 
disorder to seek help. 

"Mental disorders are not character 
flaws but are legitimate illnesses that 
respond to specific treatments, just as 
other health conditions respond to 
medical interventions," the report said. 

"Society no longer can afford to view

mental health as sepa- 
rate and unequal to 
general health." 

The report noted 
that about one in five 
Americans, or 50 mil- 
lion people, suffer from 
some kind of mental 
disorder and two thirds 
of them never seek 
treatment, including 
nearly half of those with a severe 
mental illness. 

The report, a scientific rather than 
political document, makes no specific 
policy recommendations. But mental 
health advocates said they would seize 
it in fighting for equal health insur- 
ance coverage of mental ailments, bet- 
ter treatments in prisons and more 
accountability in public spending. 

The study, "Mental Health: A 
Report of the Surgeon General," re- 
views 3,000 academic studies on 
mental health and mental illness and 
has been in the works since Satcher 
took office in early 1998. 

The report's principal recommen- 
dation to the American people "is to 
seek help if you have a mental health 
problem or think you have symptoms 
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of a mental disorder." 

And Satcher urges friends, family, 
teachers, ministers, coaches and oth- 
ers who may spot someone with a 
problem to encourage them to seek 
help. 

Satcher argues that people with 
mental health problems and mental 
illness can live happier, more produc- 
tive lives with the help of therapy and 
medication. 



Without help, someone who begins 
sad can become clinically depressed 
and ultimately even suicidal. Untreat- 
ed, the most severely ill can end up 
homeless or criminals. 

"To a great extent, we are dumping 
our mental health problems on the 
streets of America," Satcher said. "We 
are dumping them into our jails and 
prisons — there's no question about 
that."

Black Men To Get Tested For Prostate Cancer

ship Conference | 
(SCLC) officials to Dick Gregory 

get tested for prostate cancer as part 
of an SCLC program aimed at encour- 
aging Black men to follow their lead. 

"We cannot sit back and let our 
community die," said King, national 
SCLC president, as he led the group 
inside a Tuscaloosa (AL) hospital for 
testing. "Too many African-American 
men have died from prostate cancer 
because they are too afraid to take 
the examination." 

King, the son of Martin Luther 
King, Jr., announced the development 
of the Rev. John Nettles Prostate Can- 
cer Information Service in December 
at Nettles' funeral. Nettles, president 
of the Alabama SCLC and first vice 




president of the 
national organiza- 
tion, died Dec. 11 of 
prostate cancer at 
age 56. 

Conference offi- 
cials said the service 
is the first phase of 
Martin L. King III a planned prostate 
cancer pilot program in Alabama. 

"We have to work together to save 
African- American males," Gregory 
said. "They are dying from prostate 
cancer, AIDS and poverty." 

Common symptoms of the disease 
include a frequent urge to urinate, 
difficulty urinating and pain in the 
lower back, hips and thighs. Al- 
though prostate cancer can occur in 
men of all ages it mostly affects those 
over age 65. 

Black men have the country's 
highest prostate cancer rates and are 
50 percent more likely than Whites 
to develop the disease. Black men 
also are twice as likely to die from it.

In the CBS series about the pro- 
fessional and personal lives of the 
doctors and nurses at Los Angeles' 
Angels of Mercy Hospital, Under- 
wood is the acting chief of surgery 
and Fox is the medical director. 

The nurses, doctors and adminis- 
trators try to give the patients the 
best care possible, but are beset with 
chronic underfunding, incompetence, 
outdated equipment and shortages of 
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personnel. Most of the patients are 
poor, Black, Hispanic and home- 
less. 

The ensemble cast also fea- 
tures Michael Warren, Robert 
Morse, Hill Harper, Phil Buck- 
man, T.E. Russell, Maya Rudolph 
and Viola Davis. 

Fox's character, Dr. Lillian 
Price, is hired from Oakland to 
take over as medical director and 
help the struggling hospital get its 
accreditation back. She finds herself 
supervising hotshot surgeon Dr. Ben 
Turner (Underwood), the man who 
stood her up seven years earlier just 
three days before their wedding. 

"I get the best revenge. I get to come 
back and be his boss," she recently told 
Jet. "Blair is the main reason I want- 
ed to do this. We had worked together 
on Set it Off. Lillian was originally 
going to be older and they said, 'Guess 
who the love interest is? Blair Under- 
wood!' I had to audition — twice. I had- 
n't had to audition for a while. But, it 
was okay. It made me humble."

Clinton Pardons Black World War II 
Sailor Court-Martialcd For Mutiny 



President Clinton recently par- 
doned a Black sailor who was court- 
martialed for mutiny during World 
War II when he and others refused to 
load live ammunition after a disas- 
trous explosion at a naval storage 
facility. 

Freddie Meeks, 80, of Los Angeles 
is one of only two known survivors of 
the 50 Black men who were sentenced 
to prison and hard labor following the 
incident at the Port Chicago Naval 
Magazine near San Francisco. He 
alone sought a pardon. 

Meeks, who is in failing health, 



said, "I know God was keeping me 
around here for something to see." 

He added, "I knew we had a good 
president, and I figured he would do 
the right thing, and he did the right 
thing with this pardon. I appreciate it 
very much." 

Clinton praised Meeks as a man 
who "returned to civilian life, where 
he quickly established himself as a 
stable, law-abiding and productive 
citizen, who has been an asset to his 
community." 

Meeks' pardon was one of 37 par- 
dons granted by President Clinton in 
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unrelated incidents. 

The 1944 explosion killed 320 
men. Lawmakers, veterans and the 
NAACP had argued that the sailors 
were victims of racial prejudice. The 
Navy agreed with them in a 1994 
review of the case, though it did not 
overturn their convictions. 

The other known living survivor 
of the incident, Jules Crittenden, had 
not sought a pardon. He said in 
August that he was more interested 
in seeing each family of the 320 vic- 
tims get full death benefits from the 
military, with interest. 

Crittenden said each family should 
have been entitled to $5,000, but 
Congress reduced the payment to 
about $3,000 for the survivors of Port 
Chicago. 

Meeks said he is still haunted by 
the tragedy a half century ago and by 
memories of the hazardous work of 
stacking materials used in ammuni- 
tions. 

"It would scare you to death," he 
recalled. "Sometimes I get nervous 
thinking about how that ammunition 
would come down so fast," he recalled. 

Two thirds of those killed were 
Black sailors. The blast also wound- 
ed 390 people and destroyed two 
transport ships. It was the worst 
domestic loss of life during the war. 

White officers were given 30-day 
leaves after the blast. The Black 
sailors were ordered back to work. 
Meeks and others refused. 

They told us, Tou know you could 
be shot,*" he said. "But we made up 
our mind — you go back, you might be 



blown to pieces. So we didn't go back." 

Meeks said his pardon would send 
a positive message to young Blacks 
in the military. "It won't do very 
much for me, but it (will) do things 
for other young Blacks just going into 
the service. They will feel different." 

Meeks also said, "The lesson is we 
stood up for our rights. We stood up 
to get the same rights the Whites 
had. We all should have been treated 
the same, because we were all in the 
Navy and were going to fight for the 
same purpose. But they thought we 
should do the dirty work." 



Child-Slaying Suspect 

Sentenced To 105 
Years For Prior Killing 

A man accused in the slaying of an 
8-year-old boy and his mother recent- 
ly was sentenced to 105 years for 
another murder related to that case. 

Russell Peeler Jr., 27, was convict- 
ed in September of murdering 
Rudolph Snead Jr., the fiance of 8- 
year-old Leroy "B.J." Brown Jr.'s 
mother, in May 1998. 

Superior Court Judge G. Sarsfield 
Ford in Bridgeport, CT, said he found 
no redeeming qualities in Russell 
Peeler Jr. to spare him the maximum 
sentence. 

"He doesn't deserve any consider- 
ation," Ford said. "He cannot be ex- 
pected to be rehabilitated and be put 
back on the street and stay away from 
the criminal element... Fd be a fool to 
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expect that." 

Peeler also was found guilty of at- 
tempted murder and two counts of 
risk of injury to a minor stemming 
from a drive-by shooting in which 
another attempt was made on 
Snead's life eight months earlier. 

During that attempt in which he 
was wounded, Snead's young son and 
Brown were present. Brown was ex- 
pected to be a witness against Peeler 
in that case. 

However, before the boy could tes- 
tify, he and his mother, Karen Clarke, 
were murdered in their Bridgeport 
home (Jet, Feb. 8, 1999). 



Prosecutors allege Peeler and his 
brother, Adrian Peeler, killed the two 
to keep the boy from testifying. If con- 
victed in those slayings, the brothers 
could receive the death penalty. 

Outrage over the slayings of B.J. 
and his mother led to an overhaul of 
the state's witness protection laws, 
including requiring the chief state's 
attorney to safeguard witnesses and 
allowing the state to take custody of 
child witnesses if parents have failed 
to protect them. 

Authorities said Clarke had turned 
down special police protection after a 
few days, saying it was too disruptive. 



Court Clerk Arrested And Charged 
In Theft Of Malcolm X's Diary 



A court clerk recently was arrest- 
ed in the 1991 theft of Malcolm X's 
bloodied, bullet-pocked diary, which 
had been considered missing until it 
resurfaced in May at an auction. 

The booklet, which contains the 
names, telephone numbers and 
addresses of Malcolm X's acquain- 
tances and brief notes, had been 
locked in a courthouse safe after the 
trial of his killers. 

Doug Henderson, 41, of Manhat- 
tan, a junior court clerk at the time of 
the theft, admitted he took the Mus- 
lim leader's diary, said Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Daniel Castleman. 

Henderson was charged with third- 
degree grand larceny and criminal 
possession of stolen property, each 
punishable by up to seven years in 
prison. The red, leatherette-bound 
diary was in the left breast pocket of 
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the civil rights leader's suit when he 
was gunned down Feb. 21, 1965. 
Three bullets passed through the 146- 
page, 3-inch by 5-inch booklet and 
entered Malcolm X's chest. 

Castleman alleged Henderson held 
the diary for six years before selling it 
for $5,000 to a dealer in memorabilia. 
Last May, a San Francisco-based auc- 
tion house, Butterfield & Butterfield, 
advertised it for sale, estimating its 
worth at $30,000 to $50,000. 

Malcolm X's family sued to get the 
diary back. 

Joseph Fleming, lawyer of Mal- 
colm X's six daughters, said the recov- 
ery of the diary was important to the 
family. 

"Having some closure here does 
make a difference," he said. "Each 
time something like this has hap- 
pened, it's reopened wounds."

series on ABC. Legendary boxer 
Muhammad Ali made No. 3 and 
football's Jim Brown finished in 
fourth place. 

During an interview for the spe- 
cial program, Jordan told ESPN's 
Dan Patrick that he didn't want to 
go down as the century's best. 

"Michael knows how negative 
everything is today," Patrick told 
the newspaper. "He said he didn't 
want to be No. 1 because people will 
bring up that he couldn't hit a 
curveball or that he's a lousy golfer. 
If he was No. 2, nobody would say a 
word." 

Even if Michael was reluctant to 
accept his status as greatest athlete 
of the century, others believe he's 
worthy of the honor. 

"It says a lot for Ali and Ruth to 
be up there after what seems like 
years and years since they per- 
formed," Indiana Pacers coach and 
former NBA player Larry Bird said 
to the Chicago Sun-Times. "But 
Michael deserves it. He was a great 
athlete and great person." 

Rounding out the top 10 are 
Wayne Gretzky, Jesse Owens, Jim 
Thorpe, Willie Mays, Jack Nicklaus 
and Babe Didrikson. Baseball's Hank 
Aaron came in at No. 14 and Jackie 
Robinson finished behind him at 
No. 15. 

Additionally, Jordan was recent- 
ly named one of the top entertainers 
of the century by TV Guide. He came 
in at No. 7, between actor Jimmy 
Stewart and talk-show legend John- 
ny Carson. 
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Rutgers Women's Basketball Coach Stringer Is 
1st Black Female To Earn 600 Career Victories 




The fruits of C. Vivian Stringer's 
labors are paying off. After coach- 
ing women's college basketball for 
27 years, taking Cheyney Univer- 
sity, the University of Iowa and 
Rutgers University to national 
championship tournaments, she 
made headlines by becoming the 
third women's coach in Division I 
history to win 600 games. 

As head coach of Rutgers Uni- 
versity's Scarlet Knights, she be- 
came the first Black woman to 
earn the distinction of having 600 
career victories. 

"I'm just grateful to have the

The 50-year-old Stringer, whose 
overall record is 600-185, holds 
countless credits to her name, 
including being the only woman 
coach to take two Division I teams 
to the Final Four and three to the 
NCAA Tournament. 

While coaching at Cheyney, in 
1982, the women's team advanced 
for the first time ever to the Final 
Four in the NCAA Tournament; 
the Iowa Hawkeyes reached the 
Final Four the following year. 

Throughout the course of String- 
er's illustrious career, she has tak- 
en 13 teams to NCAA Tourna- 
ments, including her two Final 
Four trips and four regional finals.

Private services were recently held 
in Atlanta for legendary singer-song- 
writer Curtis Mayfield who urged 
Black Americans to "Keep On Push- 
ing" at the height of the Civil Rights 
Movement. He was 57. 

Mayfield died at the North Fulton 
Regional Hospital in Roswell, GA. The 
exact cause of death was not available 
at press time. 

The entertainer's widow, Altheida, 
said in a press statement: "I lost my 
husband, the father of our children, 
my best friend and my soul mate. 
Thank God his music and his legacy 
will live far beyond today." 

Private services were held in H.M. 
Patterson & Son's Arlington Chapel 
in Atlanta for Mayfield, who lived in 
suburban Atlanta. A public memorial 
service currently is being organized for 
his fans and admirers, said publicist 
Karen Lee of Warner Bros. Records. 

Atlanta Mayor Bill Campbell at- 
tended the services and later told Jet: 
"Curtis Mayfield is one of our all-time 
favorites. He will sorely be missed. We 
will not see another Curtis Mayfield. 
He not only entertained us but chal- 
lenged us. He has chronicled African- 
American life. It was an extraordinary 
honor for me having grown up on his 
songs to bring remarks on behalf of a 
mourning city." 

Mayor Campbell also announced at 
the services that Mayfield's signature 
tune, People Get Ready, will be used as

"We are honored that he allowed us 
to use the song," Campbell said.

His classic recordings included People Get Ready, 
We're A Winner, Choice of Colors, Freddies Dead 
and Superfly. 

He possessed a rare, smooth, gentle voice that 
sounded like a pensive philosopher. 

"You don't have to break anything over any- 
body's head, no matter what you're trying to say," 
he once said. "What's important for me is that it's 
said in a manner that gives food for thought."

Turning his attention to 1964's Keep 
On Pushing, Mayfield revealed: "I 
wrote it as a gospel song during the civ- 
il rights struggle. This reflected on lift- 
ing oneself up by the bootstraps. 
Instead of saying God gave me my 
strength, Fve said, Tve got my strength 
and it don't make sense not to keep on 
pushing.' I hope that is in many peo- 
ple's minds, Black and White." 

His 1965 tune People Get Ready is 
another tune whose inspirational 
message and sound has stood the test 
of time. The tune includes such 
poignant lyrics as People get ready, 
there's a train a comin. You don't need 
no baggage, you just get on board. All 
you need is faith to hear the diesels 
humming. Don't need no ticket, you 
just thank the Lord. 

Mayfield told the Sun-Times: "So 
many of my lyrics are so identifiable to 
most sermons you hear in church... 
How often do you hear in sermons that 
say you can run but you cannot hide?" 

After his accident onstage, May- 
field found he could still sing by lying 
down, letting gravity put pressure on 
his chest and lungs. With vocals some- 
times recorded lines at a time, May- 
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field released his final album New 
World Order in 1996. The album's title 
song was the theme song for Spike 
Lee's movie Get On The Bus. 

Mayfield was a two-time inductee 
to the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame — in 
1991 as a member of The Impressions 
and in 1999 as a solo artist. 

As a producer, he shepherded the 
hit soundtracks to the films Claudine 
in 1974 with tunes by Gladys Knight 
and the Pips and Let's Do It Again in 
1975, performed by The Staple 
Singers. He also produced two albums 
for Aretha Franklin, including 
Sparkle in 1976, which featured the 
classic Giving Him Something He Can 
Feel and Almighty Fire in 1978. 

In 1994, the music world paid trib- 
ute to him with a special album All 
Men Are Brothers: A Tribute To Cur- 
tis Mayfield, which featured his tunes 
recorded by Whitney Houston, Gladys 
Knight, Aretha Franklin, Elton John 
and others. 

His legacy is also preserved in the 
top-selling CD collection, People Get 
Ready! The Curtis Mayfield Story on 
Rhino Records. 

Mayfield's legacy also lives on with 
his work "sampled" by contemporary 
hip-hop and R&B artists, including Dr. 
Dre, R. Kelly, Coolio and Snoop Dogg. 

Reflecting on his worldwide fame 
and musical legacy, he once said, "I 
respect the art of being humble. I 
believe very strongly in being down to 
earth where you can relate — from the 
kings and queens to the little people 
and even the fools. You can learn from 
all of them. And it's best to keep a 
proper attitude with all people, 



because you never know who's going 
to save you." 

In addition to his wife, Mayfield is 
survived by his mother Mariam Jack- 
son; 11 children, Tiffany, Curt, Lebri- 
an, Cheaa, Blaze, Lena, Tracey, Cur- 
tis III, Todd, Sharon and Carolyn; two 
sisters, Carolyn Falls and Judy May- 
field; a brother, Kenneth Mayfield; 
and seven grandchildren. 



Three Ministers From 
Same Family Killed In 
Michigan Auto Crash 

Three ministers from the same 
family were killed by an out-of-control 
car that plowed into their van along a 
gravel road. 

The Rev. Kenneth Page, 41; his 
wife, the Rev. Charlene Page, 43; and 
Mrs. Page's mother, the Rev. Ruthie 
Lathan, 62, had just given a worship- 
per a ride home and were waiting to 
back out onto the gravel road. 

A car going 70 mph in a 55 mph 
zone hit a pillar and then slammed 
into the van, state police said. 

The car's driver, Benjamin Bid- 
well, 21, was critically injured. 

The three ministers were from the 
Spiritual Israel Church and Its Army 
in the Sumpter Township, about 25 
miles from Detroit. 

"They were good-hearted people," 
said Monique Davis, whose 5-year-old 
daughter often rode to church with 
the Pages. "For this type of thing to 
happen, it is really painful."

Combs Denies Having 
Gun After Arrest 
Following Club Shooting 

Hip-hop music mogul Sean "Puffy" 
Combs recently was released on 
$10,000 bail after he spent a day be- 
hind bars for alleged weapons posses- 
sion in the wake of a shooting at a 
Times Square dance club. 

Combs was arrested after police 
allegedly found a stolen pistol in his 
car as he and actress-singer-dancer 
Jennifer Lopez left Club NY where 
two men and a woman were wound- 
ed in an early morning shooting. 

"I do not own a gun," Combs told re- 
porters after he was arraigned on 
weapons charges. "I do not carry a gun. 
The charges and allegations against 
me are 100 percent false." 

After he was released, he was 
ordered back in court on Feb. 14. 



Lopez also was arrested, but pros- 
ecutors dropped charges against her 
"based on the evaluation of the evi- 
dence," said Wayne Brison, a spokes- 
man for the Manhattan district at- 
torney's office. 

Two of the victims were in stable 
condition, but the third refused med- 
ical attention. 

Police said the shots were fired by 
19-year-old Jamal Barrow, Combs' 
rap protege who uses the stage name 
Shyne, who was found outside the club 
with a pistol. He was charged with 
three counts of attempted murder and 
was being held pending arraignment. 

A Manhattan judge set $35,000 bail 
for Barrow. He was out after his grand- 
mother put up the family's Brooklyn 
home as collateral, his lawyer, Murray 
Richman, told the New York Post. 

The dispute started when someone 
threw money into Combs' face, police

said. Assistant District Attorney Mat- 
thew Bogdanos said a witness report- 
ed that Barrow and Combs both pulled 
out guns. 

Combs emphatically denied pull- 
ing out a gun. 

A short time after the shooting, 
Combs and Lopez left the club in a 
1999 Lincoln Navigator belonging to 
Combs' recording company, Bad Boy. 

The vehicle was stopped because 
the couple had left the scene of a 
crime, said Detective John Giammari- 
no, a police spokesman. 

A gun-which police said was not 
used in the shooting-was found in 
full view on the front right seat; 
Combs and Lopez were in the back 



seat, with a driver and a bodyguard 
in the front. A police source who 
spoke on condition of anonymity said 
the gun had been reported stolen 
from Georgia. 

The driver, Wardel Fenderson, and 
the bodyguard, Anthony Jones, also 
were arraigned on charges of crimi- 
nal possession of a gun. Fenderson 
was released on $10,000 bail and 
Jones on $20,000 bail.
